Orangutans are lovely — at least in the opin¬ 
ion of Michael Charters who spent two weeks hug¬ 
ging, wrestling and living intimately with them in 
the wilds of Borneo. This certainly makes him 
more of an expert on “orangs” than those of us 
who have only contemplated them from afar. 

Michael spent two weeks last October as a 
volunteer worker with Earthwatch on the Tanjung 
Puting Reserve in Borneo, where Dr. Birute Gal- 
dikas directs the Orangutan Research and Conser¬ 
vation Center, studying the lifestyles of both wild 
and tame orangs. 

A college graduate in history and political 
science, Michael has always had an abiding fas¬ 
cination with wildlife, observing his “pets” mainly 
in alpine and desert reaches of America. 

His work at the Page Museum, on La Brea 
Tar Pits specimens, led to an inquiry on op¬ 
portunities to participate in scientific expeditions to 
study wildlife. The answer so intrigued him that he 
signed up for the arduous adventure.

Johnson’s murder 
trial continued 
to Sept. 15 

The murder trial of Vernon Vilroy John¬ 
son, Sierra Madre, has been continued to Sept. 
15, as was determined July 28 in Dept. H, 
Pasadena Superior Court. 

Johnson will stand trial for the murder of 
his wife, Betty Florence Johnson, whose body 
was found last mid-June in the street a block 
from the Johnson home in the foothills of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

Johnson has been out on $50,000 bail 
since being arrestd at his home the day after 
his wife’s death.

Fourteen years have been spent on the study 
of the 1000 orangs in the reserve. 

Some 13,000 volunteers have participated in 
Earthwatch scientific expeditions in the 15 years 
since its founding.

Counterfeit warrants 
are being circuiated 

State Controller Ken Cory today Is¬ 
sued a warning about the appearance of 
counterfeit State of California warrants. 
These phony warrants originally appeared 
In the greater Los Angeles area. Now they 
are also surfacing In San Bernardino 
County. To date, at least 12 persons have 
been (identified as passers of counterfeit 
warrants totaling over $8000. 

Cory warned that the warrants are 
good-quality counterfeits. They are pri¬ 
marily negotiated through check cashing 
services, markets and liquor stores. In 
majority of these cases, the passers of the 
counterfeits are using valid DMV driver’s 
licenses and Identification cards. 

The following principal characteris¬ 
tics Identify them: 

1. The counterfeit warrant paper color 
Is pink. 

2. The state seal (upper left hand cor¬ 
ner of warrant) lettering Is Illegible, 
even with magnification. 

3. The counterfeits are missing a 
dash on the date block separating the 
day and year (genuine warrants have 
4 dashes, counterfeits only 3). 

4. The micro encoding route and 
warrant number at the bottom of the 
counterfeits Is not printed with mag¬ 
netic ink. 

5. All counterfeit warrants negotiated 
to date are bearing the numbers 
28-334416, 28-313776 and 28-313873. 
Persons suspecting others of passing 

counterfeit warrants, should contact their 
local law enforcement agencies.

A deluge of peaches, 
an abundance of apricots 
and an oversupply of 
plums may be your re¬ 
wards from fruitful Ca¬ 
lifornia harvests. You 
use the bounty to elimi¬ 
nate the throes of des¬ 
sert quandry and to add 
cleanly-sweet beginnings 
or finales to meals. 

Freeze the surplus to 
extend the summer fruit 
celebration. Freezing 
fruit is one of the fast¬ 
est and simplest methods 
of food preservation, 
says George York, food 
technologist. University 
of California Coopera¬ 
tive Extension, Davis. 

Select good quality 
produce, prepare and 
package it properly, then 
sit back and let the cool 
temperatures do all the 
work. York offers tips 
on freezing fruit and a 
source for further infor¬ 
mation. 

• Remember quality 
fruit comes out of your 
freezer only if quality 


fruit goes in. Select ripe, 
but not soft ripe, firm- 
textured, highly-colored 
fruit. 

• Freeze fruit as soon 
as possible after picking. 
Pears are the exception. 
Pick pears when they are 
green and hold them un¬ 
til they are ripe. 

• Wash fruit quickly 
in cold water. Use a stain¬ 
less steel knife for par¬ 
ing or cutting. Slice di¬ 
rectly into a carton con¬ 
taining syrup or add su¬ 
gar quickly to the fruit. 

• Use containers, 
such as freezer bags, 
which protects the fruit 
while in storage. Pack 
fruit and juice or syrup 
tightly into the contain¬ 
er. Leave headspace for 
expansion. Use crumpled 
water-resistant paper to 
hold fruit below the sur¬ 
face of the juice or sy¬ 
rup. Seal. 

• Label with name, 
date and future use of 
the fruit, such as pie, 
jam or dessert and the

Summertime is jam 
and jelly time. But your 
homemade jelly is thick 
and sticky or weak and 
weepy. Another batch is 
discolored, fermented or 
moldy. What went 
wrong? 

George York, food 
technologist. University 
of California Coopera¬ 
tive Extension, Davis, 
offers some answers to 
common jelly problems 
and a source of informa¬ 
tion for making jam, jel¬ 
lies and preserves. 

What causes jelly not 
to set, to become thick 
and sticky? Possibly, 
there isn’t enough pectin 
or enough acid in the 
fruit. Maybe long slow 
cooking broke down 
some of the pectin. Or 
there was too much su¬ 
gar in the jelly. 

Why is the jelly weak? 
You didn’t cook it long 
enough. 

Why does your jelly 
weep? There was too 
much acid in the juice. 


Or it jelled too fast. 

What causes sugar 
crystals to form? There 
was too much sugar in 
the jelly. Or not enough 
acid in the fruit. Or pos¬ 
sibly, you cooked it too 
long. 

Why does your red jel¬ 
ly turn brown? It was 
stored in too much light. 
Maybe it had too much 
air in the headspace. Or 
possibly the storeroom 
temperature was too 
warm. 

Why does it ferment? 
The jars were not com¬ 
pletely sealed. Or the jel¬ 
ly wasn’t hot enough 
when poured. 

What causes mold on 
the jelly? You didn’t 
completely seal the jars. 
Or the jelly glasses were 
not heated enough or the 
jelly wasn’t hot enough 
when poured. If paraffin 
was used to seal jars, 
storage in a damp place 
or in widely-fluctuating 
temperatures will in¬ 
crease mold problems.

tion about the companies gleaned from friends who 
knew of the companies. Storage bids varied from 
$200 to $80 per month. 

Either purchase boxes from your mover or 
obtain boxes from downtown stores, but always 
“get boxes with lids,” she warns. 

The Extons started a month out doing a little 
each week so that the thrust of the entire mov¬ 
ing operation would not overwhelm them all at once. 
The first week they cleaned out the garage, throw¬ 
ing what they would no longer need and organiz¬ 
ing into what they planned to use in their tem¬ 
porary home and which they could put into sto-' 
rage for six months. This was often a nearly im¬ 
possible decision, but it had to be made. 

Next came a walk through the house to de¬ 
termine which pieces would be placed in storage for 
six months until their final home is completed 
around Christmas and which items are needed for 
their interim stay at the condominium. 

For the actual packing, Betty packed fragile 
things very carefully even though she trusted the 
moving company. She used bubble paper and clean 
newsprint as well as newspapers, she says. Straight 
dishes may be wrapped in newspapers; however, 
those pieces with gold rims must be wrapped in 
clean newsprint. 

Every packing box was indexed with a particular 
number and labeled with corresponding label and 
number placed in the master index so that in every 
case the Extons knew what was in each of the many 
boxes they dealt with. Items needed for the in¬ 
terim home went into one room while those needed 
for six-month storage were placed in the rooms be¬ 
ing emptied until the movers were to come. 

Betty says she also packed items going into 
storage first and left in cupboards until the very 
last week all of those items going to the tem¬ 
porary home. And ihcrc have been a couple o| things 
lost such as a church key and chopsticks. How

important were the chopsticks? Very important, she 
answers, since Lani is into Chinese cooking right 
now. 

Some items were not entrusted to anyone but 
herself, Betty says. Your editor has carried a bust 
of Queen Nefertiti on her lap in most of many 
moves from the midwest to Hawaii and back to 
California, and every move in between. Betty has 
also chosen to hand-carry a couple of particularly 
precious things, she says. 

“Sometimes I think we sold our home too 
soon,” she told The News, and added that the first 
actual building on their new Glendora home started 
./ -on the day of The News interviev^^ Thursday, Ju- 
ly24. 

‘She has been going through a period of mild 
grief, she says, since she has had a difficult 
time letting go of the home in which she has 
lived for 21 years. On one of those occasions, 
Lani bought a bottle of champagne and a pizza 
and took her over to the lot where their new 
home is going up. They sat on a blanket and 
drank champagne out of silver goblets, talking 
about their “dream home.” 

This was no snap decision, this selling one 
home and building another. With Lani’s new job 
opportunity opening up in Glendora (he has gone 
into partnership in an insurance company with 
two others), they faced a complete remodel job on 
the Sierra Madre home or simply starting from 
scratch and building a new home. 

They first started looking for a home with all 
their needs: formal dining room, large living room, 
et cetera, et cetera.

Finding the right architect was another major 
hurdle, then working with that architect from their 
books of plans and needs became the next piece

“I’ve learned a lot about the paperwork that 
goes with building, too, such as construction loans 
which take awhile to complete.

She pointed out, “We’re mid-road, age-wise, 
and we had the security of this home. We had 
to make the decision of staying here and being 
comfy or going on with our lives. It was now or 
never.” 

They chose “now” and although each day has 
brought them a small crisis, they have seen them¬ 
selves through the first part of the transition.

of seven w»»mcn and two men from various (k- 
cupaiional liclds and UKalions across ihe couniry. 

Ihcn )ob was lo observe ibe otangs in ihen 
natural babilal. mostly 150 feel up in the trees, 
nesitng. ealtttg. traveling and indulging in all the 
actions of daily life. 

It entailed arising at 4 a.m, each day, ar¬ 
riving at the site before 6 a.m. and spending the 
day following and recording all the antics ol thetr 
2(K)-.500-lb. wild friends. Although guided by tia- 
tives. the observers fouttd themselves cxhatisicd by 
day’s etid from the arditoits treks through swamp 
atid pttiglc. 

I hey foiitid that orattgs, unlike tnatiy other 


primates, are srdiiary creatures. Oddly, they seem 
to know which trees are fruiting among the widely- 
dispersed 150+ species and head for ripe crops, 
wherever they may be. 

Meals at the center were priKued at the 50- 
milc distant village and consisted of fruits, rice, 
cattticd sardines attd chicketi, the last which ran 
fiecly about the place utitil placed itt the ciH>k pot, 
plus one wild pig that had threatened the com- 
(vnttid. Ihe protected status of the area was very 
strict atid necessitated restricted diets. 

Fhe first week of Michael’s sojourtt was a kssott 
in forbearance. The rainy season was on hand and 
torrential rains beset the area, along with mold that 
engulfed everything; leaches, which were a constant 
harassment: and toxic plants whose leaves caused 
rashes and painful swellings. 

Ihe aboriginal Dayak natives were friendly 
atid happy people, according to Michael, and the 
orattgs, of course, were lovely.

A group of 30 orangs, formerly in captivity 
co-inhabited the campsite. All the members of the 
team engaged in hugging and wrestling matches with 
their playmates, and forgave them their less-ador¬ 
able antics — stealing. 

Masterful thieves, the orangs would sneak or 
battef their way into screened, secured dwellings 
and make off with such irreplaceable items as bi- 
niKulars, diapers (for infant orangs) and even one 
$1500 dental bridge. Regaining them became a 
sometimes desperate game. 

A siege of Hre ants enlivened the sojourn when 
horrendous rains drove the insects into the huts. 
Douses of kerosene solved the insect problem, but 
came near to eliminating the humans with toxic 
fumes.
